During the past three or 
four years politicians of all 
parties have spilled hundreds of 
thousands of words on the 
extremely narrow margin that 
lies between war and peace; they 
have told us, in effect, that, 
while Ireland is neutral, her 
actual immunity hangs on a 
thread; they have pointed out 
that in certain respects, indeed— 
notably in respect of supplies— 
our position is as precarious as 
that of any belligerent. Rightly, 
they have painted the situation of 
the twenty-six counties in the 
darkest colours. Rightly, too, 
they have appealed for unity 
among the people: in unity alone, 
they have said time and time 
again, lies salvation. Yet those 
same politicians at the present 
moment are barking at one 
another from neighbouring plat- 
forms throughout the entire 
country. One recalls with some 
cynicism the statement of some 
leader of Fianna Fail—was it, 
perhaps, Mr. de Valera himself? 
—who asserted not so long ago 
that there was no reason why this 
election should provoke any angry 
passions. The speeches nowadays 
are, at the very least, as bad- 
tempered as ever they were. The 
electors are being urged to return 
a strong Government, thereby 
demonstrating the nation’s 
stability before the eyes of the 
world; as if the world—or that 
part of it which has a practical, 
sinister interest in Irish affaixss— 
were not au courant with the 
bitter things that our parties are 
saying of one another, and were 
not forming already a highly 
cynical opinion of our Irish 
harmony of hearts. Three years 
ago, when the threat of war 
approached these shores, the 
people showed an example of 
unity to their politicians—the 
politicians who, in any normal 
state of society, would be expected 
to show an example to the people. 
The politicians failed to follow it. 
Who can be surprised if the 
present election is being accepted 
with apathy? The British Labour 
Party could make peace with 
opponents who are separated from 
it, in normal circumstances, by a 
far wider gulf than that which 
divides Right and Left in the 
twenty-six .counties. Why? It 
placed its country’s interests first. 
Irish parties are to-day where the 
British parties were thirty years 
ago.

OBITUARY 


THE REV. VINCENT 


McNABB 


Father Vincent McNabb, Sub- 
Prior of St. Dominic’s Priory, Ken- 
tish Town, London, who died yes- 
terday, aged 75, was told in April 
that he had only a short time to 
live. He realised that he was 
slowly dying of starvation as a re- 
sult of throat disease, but he car- 
ried on his work until the last. The 
Last Sacraments were administered 
to him over a month ago, He said 
recently : ‘‘I am a dying man, but 
it is of no consequence; others seem 
more concerned than I am, [I have 
faith, and I have had a goox 
innings. I live on my job, and I 
hope I shall die on it. I want to 
die standing up. Once you believe 
in God you needn’t worry about 
anything.”

OVER 40,000 SIT FOR

The primary schools certificate 
examination, which was objected to 
so strenuously by the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organsiation when it was 
mude comrulsory this year, has now 
been held, and it is estimated that 
between 40,000 and 45,000 pupils 
presented themselves, as against 
about 12,000 in other years. Mak- 
ing allowances for pupils absent

Durin the last few 
days army lorries have been 
delivering the sacks of envelopes to 
Dublin railway termini, where they 
are despatched under army guard to 
railheads in various parts of the 
country.

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PROBATION SYSTEM 
IN EIRE 


It must be frankly admitted that 
nothing approaching a comprehen- 
sive account of the working of the 
probation system in Eire has ever 
been conducted, said Professor 
Edward Fahy, M.A., in a lecture on 
‘‘ Probation of Offenders,”’ in Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday. This 
was due to the fact that since the 
birth of the State no official investi- 
gation of the probation scheme had 
been made, and also to the fact that 
the closest official secrecy was main- 
tained regarding the system. 

For the purpose of preparing his 
lecture, he said, an application was 
made to the Department of Justice 
for the returns of the chief probation 
officer for 1941 and 1942; of the pro- 
bation rules, if any, as well as full 
information as to the terms and con- 
ditions of service of the probation 
officers. The Department. refused 
point-blank to supply either the 
statistics or any of the other in- 
formation requested, 

The reason assigned, said Professor 
Fahy, seemed to. suggest that the 
probation system in this country was 
only being used in respect of young 
offenders. If this was the truth it 
was strong evidence of a complete 
failure on the part of the authorities 
to appreciate the principles of the 
probation system. 

Professor F. E. Moran, LL.D., 
was in the chair. 


HOSPITAL’S GREAT 
WORK 


The annual report of the 
Governors of Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital for 1942 just issued shows 
an increase of 325 intern and 11,726 
extern patients, as compared with 
the previous year. The total figures 
for the year were 2,055 intern and 
106,028 extern patients, 19 per cent. 
of whom received free treatment. 
Income at £17,130 shows an increase 
of £2,906, as compared with 1941, 
and expenditure at £30,204, an in- 
crease of £3,032. Alterations in the 
hospital building completed during 
the year had resulted in the addition 
of 19 beds, thus. bringing the total 
number to 151. During the year, 
student almoners—an additional one 
was appointed—visited and reported 
on 169 families, ‘ 

In their report, the Governors ex- 
press profound regret at the sudden 
and unexpected death of the Right 
Hon. Lord HolmPatrick, D.S.O., 
M.C., chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee for many years.

time, that he found himself 
confronted with the point of a 
dilemma—and it was a three-horned 
one!

-{multiple landings—nor even from 


them all collectively. Not merely 
must such a Russian offensive be 
launched; it would, further, have to 
be such as to retain on the eastern 
front practically all the German 
troops already there. Is that likely 
to happen? Jt must be recalled, in 
this reference, that the two former 
Russian offensives were counter- 
offensives — undertaken when the 
Germans had committed their re- 
serves, and that to an unwarrantable 
extent. This would not be the case 
now, for the Germans have had some 
months to make their preparations. 
Most probably this plan was 
elaborated some time back, when the 
Axis situation in Russia seemed less 
firmly established than is the case 


to-day. 
IN RUSSIA 


Still more conditional in its 
character is number two plan: “To 
delay attack -until Germany is com- 
mitted to a fresh assault on Moscow, 
Leningrad and the Caucasus.’’ 
This is more conditional than the 
other, because it depends on the 
independent action, not of an ally, 
but of the enemy. In other words, 
it relinquishes tho initiative which 
the Allies had managed to secure 
at great expenditure of time, men 
and material resources of all kinds.
